The long deferred .C. E. social 
tooir place last Friday night, and 
the committee upon entertainment, 
have every reason to cougratuiate 
themselves upon its success. The 
perfect winter night, the cordial 
and appreciative spirit of the 
guests, and the merit of the pro¬ 
gram, combined to send home, at 
the close of the evening, nearly a 
hundred people of differing ages, 
in the happiest of moods. 

The intricate marches made a 
pretty spectacle to the lookers-on. 
The duet, by Mr. and Mrs. Varley, 
“O, That we two were Maying,” 
was sung with great sweetness 
and feeling, and to an enthusiastic 
encore they responded with Rubin¬ 
stein’s ever beautiful “Wanderer.” 

Mr. Pratt was the target against 
which rattled twenty questions 
from all parts of the room, till it 
was discovered that the musician 
he was personating, and whose 
biography the questions revealed, 
was none other than Wolfgang 
i Amadeus Mozart,born in Salzburg, 
Austria in 1756, died in Vienna in 
1791. 

Miss Ruby-Clarke then read in a 
delightful manner, the story of the 
circumstances in which Mozart’s 
masterpiece, the famous Requiem, 
was composed, and of the pathetic 
last rehearsal, closing with the 
endingofthe brilliant young life, 
with a faithful servant as sole 
mourner at his snow covered grave. 

After this recital, Mrs. Gehring 
gave a brief sketch of a visit made 
to Salzburg, describing the annual 
Music Festival she there attended, 
where choruses with their conduct¬ 
ors, came from differed towns, to 
sing in competition for a prize. 
She also mentioned a visit to Mo¬ 
zart’s home, where his odd little 
piano, and some of the scores of 
his works are on exhibition. She 
particularly called attention to the 
devotion of Mozart to his parents 
and sister, and of the happiness of 
his married life, which well ac¬ 
counts for the love, as well as 
pride, the people of Salzburg bear 
in such a loving degree for their 
gifted townsman. Miss Gehring 
first read a translation of a short 
German poem; - then interpreted- 
upon the piano, the roar of the 
winds and waves, and, in their 
lull, the singing; of the fair dying 
maiden high up in the castle 
tower. 

Mr. Hanscom, “lent to the 
rhyme of the poet the beauty of 
his voic9,” and was most vigor¬ 
ously encored, giving equal pleas¬ 
ure in both humorous and pathetic 
selections. 

The “Musical Memory Test,” 
called forth much amusement from 
those, who, with pencil and paper, 
sought to rapidly write the titles 
of twenty musical compositions 
with only the opening bars played 
upon the piano fora guide. As the 
repertoire varied from the “Halle¬ 
lujah Chorus,” to “Polly Wolly 
Doodle,’’ the quick transition of 
thought, proved much more con¬ 
fusing than one would imagine. 
The plaintive requests that Mrs. 
Gehring would play it “ just once 
more,” “Its something patriotic, but 
t can’t remember what,” when the 
“Star Spangled Banner” was the 
test, shown to what degree of 
“rattlement” some of the mo3t 
clever were reduced. 

Mrs. Varley’s solo, with Miss 
Purington’s sympathetic accom¬ 
paniment, bestowed much pleas¬ 
ure; and the impersonated' adjec¬ 
tives given by Misses Gehring and 
Carter; Messrs. Pratt and Farns¬ 
worth, provoked hearty laughter. 

The game of “Chase‘the Squir¬ 
rel,” with the musical innovation, 
which was dedicated to the “Cen¬ 
tennial Class,” was introduced as a 
special compliment to the younger 
guests, but not disdained by their 
elders. 

It was a delightfully expressive 
throng that bade “good night” to 
the president, the chaperone, and 
the committee, frankly expressing 
the wish that they might receive 
another invitation to attend an 
equally entertaining C. ,E. social.

Hoiv to Make Cliilblain Salve. 

Procure a beef bone that contains a 
good deal of marrow; remove this and 
melt in a jar set in boiling water. 
When melted, strain and allow to.cpoL 
Then mix in "the following proportions: 
Two ounces of white wax, four ounces 
of beef marrow and four ounces of 
Yenice turpentine. Cut up the fats, set 
them with the turpentine in a jar of 
boiling water and, melt over the fire. 
WThen liquid, stir in four ounces of 
sweet oil and pour into small jars or 
molds in which the salve can be stored 
for future use. 

Hoiv to Escape Colds. 

Colds can be arrested much easier 
than is generally supposed. With per¬ 
sons whose vital forces are vigorous 
colds are almost entirely due to care¬ 
lessness. It is important that the feet 
he kept warm and dry and that th.6 
chest and abdomen be well protected. 
Care should be taken to avoid exposure 
when the stomach is empty.

How to Make Leek Soup. 

Put into two quarts of boiling water 
half a dozen parboiled potatoes, four 
ounces of bread, two ounces of dripping 
and two pounds of sliced leeks. Boil for 
an hour, then add four ounces of wash¬ 
ed rice. Boil all together for another 
hour. This is very inexpensive and 
nourishing, especially if stock he sub¬ 
stituted for the water. 

How to Treat a Black Eye. 

Before discoloration has set in cold 
compresses or evaporating lotions should 
be used. These will reduce the swelling 
and limit the subsequent discoloration. 
If seen after the discoloration is fully 
developed, hot compresses and massage 
are required. The affected portion is 
smeared over with vaseline and rubbed 
for ten minutes several times a day. By 
means of frequent massage and continu¬ 
ous hot applications the discoloration 
may be almost entirely removed within 
24 hours. _ 

• How to Make Rice Cream. 

Soak one-half cup well washed rice 
in a quart of milk overnight. In the 
morning add one-third cup of sugar, 
one-half saltspoonful salt and hake two 
hours, stirring often. Eat’ hot or cold. 

How to Harden Tender Feet. 

For tired and tender feet nothing is 
better than to bathe the feet and legs 
from five to eight minutes in hot water 
in which has been dissolved a handful 
of good sea salt. Rub briskly with a 
coarse towel aud apply slices of lemon

Having been brought up in a serf 
owner’s family, I entered active life, like 
all young men of my time, with a great 
deal of confidence in tho necessity of com¬ 
manding, ordering, scolding, punishing, 
and the like. But when at an early stage 
I had to manage serious enterprises and 
to deal with men, and when each mistake 
would lead at once to heavy consequences, 
I began to appreciate the difference be¬ 
tween acting on the principle of command 
and discipline and acting on the principle 
of common understanding. The former 
works admirably in a military parade, 
hut it is worth nothing where real life Is 
concerned, and the aim can he achieved 
only through the severe effort of many 
converging wills. Although I did notthen 
formulate my observations in terms bor¬ 
rowed from party struggles, I may say 
now that I lost in Siberia whatever faith 
in state discipline I had cherished before.

Cultivated American Ginseng. 

The efforts of the department of agri¬ 
culture in encouraging the cultivation 
of ginseng have met with gratifying, 
success. An investigation of the subject 
was begun in 1893 and a report issued 
in the following year. At that time the 
department announced the cultivation 
of the root as feasible, but could of 
course give no information as to the 
manner in which cultivated Toot would 
he received in the Chinese market. Dur¬ 
ing the past four years, however, exper¬ 
imentation in ginseng culture has gone 
steadily on. The cultivated product has 
been marketed and the commercial 
status of cultivated American ginseng 
established. First class cultivated roots, 
dried, have been selling during the past 
year at $5.50 to $6 per pound, slightly 
in advance of the best wild root. The 
department, therefore, fully indorses 
the cultivation of American ginseng as 
an additional resource of the American 
farmer. 


Winter Feed For Cows. 

Succulent feeds in winter have two 
advantages which a Kansas station bul 
ietin remarks upon as follows: They 
are appetizing, which makes the cow 
enjoy her feed, and they keep the sys¬ 
tem in a healthy condition and the 
bowels loose. The hearer we can feed 
onr cow in winter to secure the natural 
loose condition of the droppings as they 
are from June pasture the more-Ebe 
can eat and the more she will be able 
to give in return for each pound of feed 
eaten. When a cow is constipated, there 
is a feverish condition of tbe body, a 
smaller per cent of the feed is digested 
and converted into milk and the yield 
is lowered. If the dairyman has neither 
ensilage nor roots, he should combine 
his feeds to secure as nearly as possible 
the right condition of the bowels. This 
is hard to do without succulent feeds. 
In the list 6f feeds following the; gen¬ 
eral effect which each „ has in this re¬ 
spect is.given: 

Loosening Feeds. —Alfalfa, sorghum 
hay, ensilage, roots, bran,; .soy bean 
meal, linseed meal, gluten meal. 

Constipating Feeds.—Cora fodder, 
cornstalks, Kaffir •‘corn fodder, prairie 
hay, timothy hay, Kaffir corn grain, 
corn (in light feeds), cottonseed meal.
